Anjw. We think (unlefs you are willing to let go 
all your preteniions to the Profeflion, or Rewards of 
Chriftianity,) that you are oblig’d in Confcience, and 
for your own Reputation, to continue what you cal] 
Charity. Weare affir’d from Sacred Writ, that Cha- 
rity 3s the way to get an Eftate, rather than grow 
moor: Sochat iu you find your Trade and Concerns in 


the World not to aniwer your Expeétation, it is not 
Owing to the Charge of your Fathers Maintenance, 
but tiom fome other reafons ; as nota right underftand- 
ing of your Trade, for want of an Obliging prudent 
Carriage towards your Cuftomeis ; or bog fertled 
in an il] place, or fomething elfe: but as{-+ the main- 
tenance of your Father, we chink it a Debg you highly 
owe him, as being next under God the Autho~ of 
your Being, and who provided for you from your 
Childhood, and put you into a Capacity of providing 
for your felf. We read in Pliny’s Natural Hiftory, of 
fome Fow]ls and Brutes that provide for their Aged 
Parents ; and why a Rational Creature fhou’d hefirate, 
and hardly comply with a Duty that a meaner Clatffis 
of Creatures teach him, is fomethicg ftrange, efpeci- 
ally in a Countrey where the Chriftian Religion flou- 
rifhes. 

Queft. 2. The Pains in Childbearing being tobe attri- 
buted to our fhare of the Curle on Original Difobedience, 
( my Readings not fhowing me but that the Proportion, Shape, 
andMuagnitude of Bodies, Parts,and Births,are now as at ficft, 
or atleast in Comparifon to each other, the fame ) that 1 may 
be able to convince an honeft, tho fomewebat Sceptical Husband, 
who will not heed my Argument of the prejumpzion of an in- 
tended Miracle at each particular Labour, (as now call’d.) 
Pray Gentlemen, the Favour of your Opinions, huw Exemp- 
tiun from Pains, 8c. fhouw'd have bappen'd to our poor {uffer- 
ing Sex, had not the unfortunate Tranfgreffion, and as mile- 
rable Confequence befell us ? 

Anfw. We'll allow you, that either the Magnitude 
and Shape, or at leaft the proporgon of the Bodies of 
Women are the fame now that Eve’s was before the 
fell ; as alfo, that if Eve had not finn’d, fhe had 
brought forth Children without any Pain: And if 
Women bring forth now with Pain, we think the Mi- 
racle does not fo much confift in every aétual Child- 
birth, as in God, changing what was Natural and Eafie, 
into fuch Extremities, without any alterations of the 
Organs ofthe Body. The Method chat God Almigh- 
ty’has ufed to beget this Change, we conceive to be 
a Communication of a more fenfible, tender, and 
quick Senfation tothe Nerves, and other parts ot the 
Body : And our Opinion is grounded upon this, Thar 
the more Servile and Laborious part of that Sex, which 
expole themfelves to Cold and Hardinefs, have gene.

And the Gent. refufes to 
releafe her Promife, or deliver up her Note, yet fometims 
declares, That he'll never have her, or any thing to do with 
her, at otber times {ays, be will have her: So that upon 
the whole I defire to know, Whether bis: frequent Declara- 
tions, that he’ never have her, or any thing to do with her, 
does not releaje her Promife, {» that the may condefcend to 
the Conjugal Reque/t of another, which fhe’s willing to do, 
can you but remove ber Doubt ? 

Anjw. If you think you cou’d live better with him 
than in a Single State, offer him Marriage before 
Witnefs, which if he declines, you are free from him, 

and 


and may do what you pleafe, for all fuch Obligations 
are mutual, and ‘tis always underftood ( tho’ it were 
not expreft) that both fides are bound or free; tor 
there’s no one can marry another againft their Wills. 
We know of no other Method to be us’d, but this 
Venture or a fingle Life, which you're at libercy to choole, 
as you think either more eligible. | 

Queft. 4. This Lift Execution-day, after Prayers faid, and 
Pfalm fung, one of the Condemned Perfons banged him{elf, 
by lifting up bis Leggs, {0 that feemingly he was dead before 
the Cart was drove away: Pray your Opinion, ( tho he was 
inevitably to dye, yet this A being voluntary, and not the 
AG of the Law ) if he is not guilty of Self-murder ¢ 

Anjw, Twas judg’d by feveral Perfons there, that 
‘twas the Fear and Apprehenfion of Death that overcame 
his Spirits, and made him faint away, and not any vo- 
luntary Aét of his own. — 

Queft. 5. I being juftly in'ormed that there ts Nine Gen- 
tlemen that have an Employment of 8001. per An. each, 
moft in London, know that Seven of the [aid Nine do daily 
promote the French King’s Intere/t, by putting into Employ- 
ment and Proteéting {uch as drink King Jamess Health, 
and a againft the Government, what ought to be done in 
fuch a Cale? oe 

Anjw. Youor your Informer are Oblig’d as you will 
Antwer it to God Almighty or the Publick Good, to 
give Notice of it to the Magiftrate, for the prevention 
of fuch ill confequences as may be too reafonably tear’d 
from the influence of fuch Perfons. 

Queft. 6. Your Opinion in this Cale is defired — A Per-

A. and B. both in one Concern mutually agree, 
that whatever was gained by either, fhould be equally divi- 
ded ; it happened that B. meets with a confiderable Advantage, 
but refufes to give A.the fhare that wus due to him, pre- 
tending it was wholly owing to his Care ; they ftill continue 
io ad inthe fame Stations, and A. has an opportunity to re- 
pay bimfelf, and B. not know it : The Queftion is, Whesher 
be may lawfully in any part pay bimfelf, without the others 
knowledge ? 

Anfw. Since ye have both agreed to divide what was 
got by either, you are Obligd to your Agreement, al- 
tho’ he has been unjuft to you; but either there are 
fuch Articles drawn up betwixt you, or not, if there 
be, you have relief by ’em ; if there be not, you have 
aéted imprudently, to enter a Partnerfhip without them: 
A good Man won't refufe to be bound to do a thin 
which he purpofes, and an ill Man ought to be baad 
for his Parener’s fecurity. 


Queft. 8. A Man marries 4 Wife, whofe Father under 
Hand and Seal before Witne/s promifes to give a confiderable 
Fortune to bis Daughter, but after Marriage refules to be as 
good as his Word ; the Father and Son are Obliged for {ome 
time to continue in Foint-Bufine(s, and the Father leaves 
she Management to the Son: Now the Queftion ix, Whether 
the Son may not upon the paffing the Accounts help himfelf 
"0 fome part of what is his jut due, (tho not near a fourth 
part ) when he bas no other way to get any part that is ow- 
ing, and this way he may have fome relief, if be gives the 
Father no Notice ? 

An{w. You fhou’d not act underhand in this Cafe: 
Your Father’s Promife under Hand and Sea), before Wit- 
nefles, isas good Security for the Portion as you need ; 
fo chat there's no need of indireét means in the Cafe, 
tho’ if there were no other remedy, they owght not to 
be embraced. 


Queft. 9. I bave but one Son, and be is am extraordi- 
niry lewd liver, now is it lawful for me to difinherit this 
{aid Son from my Eftate, which lyes in my power to do, and 
give it to one of my Relations, if be do not mend bis Life ? 


Y Anfw. It wou'd be a very hard thing to give away 
the Eftate out of the Family, fince his Children it he 
marries may be better, and it wou’d be fevere tw difin- 
herit them tor his fake; tho’ on the other hand, ’tis not 
only lawtul to difinherit fuch a Perton, but fintul to 
leave him an Eftate to maintain his Lufts and Follies : 
Now (‘tis our private Opinion, and you may act as you 
pleafe) there might be yet a better Expedicat found 
out, viz. To leave him only a Competent Maintenance 
for his Life, butco fettle the Eftate out of his dilpotst 
for his Children, if he has any ; it not, to what other 
Intents and Purpofes you think fitting.
